CONTEMPORARY LIFE IN THE 
by KWANGTUNG PROVINCE, 
THE NEW HOKTONGS. 

Very recently it was possible for mo to, 
visit and personally inspect some of the 
now Hoktongs, or reformed native schooler, 
of tha Ewangtung Province. One is at 
enca atruck by the new {doals placed bo- 
foro the echolara by their teschors, The 
anciont Classics and all that directly per- 
tains to them, scem for the time to have 
Decn banished from theze schools, and in 
thele place an entirely new aot of propared 
primers is placed in the lisnds of the 
rcholars.- Indeed what would be called in 
the West ‘Seou).r Education” has been 
adupted. The school Looks are more- 
over, for the most pust, illustrated by 
rough woodprints, though sone of them 
ure orudo in the extreme. In addition, 
with tho children ot ‘any rate, thero ia no 
attempt to buttress the worn out assump- 
tion of the superiority of China, for the 
bald fact of. hoy appalling weakness ie atated’ 
in the shplest Ianguage. This is done, 
however not to paraliso effort, and excour- 
age despair, but to route to energy and to 
stimulate patriotiem. : 

One aspect of the new: educational life 
cannot well be overlooked in ite influence 
on the foture of China, and thorefore the 
future of the Hast, In one of the rooms I 
aaw a lot of dummy rifles, built aftorthe 
mode‘!of the rifle now: used by the 
British Infantry regimonts. The youngsters 


| are daily taught to handle these, and though 


there can be po perfection reached by this 
muthod, at any rate tho scholara will bo 
abla to distinguish between the stuck and 
the lock. Moreover the military spirit will 
be roused and conserved.

THE REKULTS OF THE HECENT ¥LOODS. 
Though the floods have not wrought the 
havoc in tho, Rwangtung Province which 
your correspondent descrites as having 
befallen the Hunan péople, it is manifest 
enough that throughout the lowlying dist- 
ricts of the wido delta, many have auffered 
and tho evide-ces of tho destruction are 
yet to beaeen. Jn the ges some of the 
houses have collepaed, and it was pitiable to 
see the roofs half fallen, on secount of the 
collapse of walle, and tho wretched ‘farni- 
ture of tho families pile! in tho corners 
where-somo apology for sheltor might yet 
be found. Roads have been tora up ; ‘anka 
of rivera have been washed oway ; in some 
places tangled roots aud interlaced branches 
of fallen bamboo groves aro yet lyfog in the 
river totell their own tale, Yu some places 
large tracts of, vegetables such as cucum- 
bers, and’ moloua have beon destroyed by 
the weight of the water, On tho other 
band the rice plains. aro full of pro- 
mise, snd extonsive areas appear vory at- 
tractive in their wide sweeps uf rich dark 
green. Large numbers of steamors, mostly 
fiying the British flag, wore at anchor in 
the Canton.river, and these, I have been 
advised, had been chartered by the Viceroy 
in order to import rico for the peoplo in tho 
districts wHich suffered ranst on account of 
tho breaking down of the dykes. 
THE BURDEN OF TAXATION. 
Qn ono part uf my journey IT travelled by 
ateam launch fron Shek Kito Canton. The 
manner in which businesa enterprise is 
hampered was clearly seon en route. On 
bosrd the Iaunch was alarge number of 
loafing foltowa and in the oarly morning 13 
T looked on the men [ bethought mea 
that the launch was well manned. . When 
we were about to start, however, nine of 
these fellows shuffied into Chinese uniforme, 
aud Teaw at once they pagsed ns “Braves,” 
Aa sonu as each had donned his uniform, 
he hong belt full of cartridges round his 
neck and héuled up o.rifle from the depths 
bolow. I dispovered on inquiry that the 
Vicoroy's regulations demanded that each 
of the lhunches ehould carry nine of thesa 
braves, aud for this. privilege tho owners 
of the. passage boat hid ts pay a tox 
of 8:20 per month to the oificisla with 
which to pay the men... shoald venture 
the guesea that tho officials made » good 
thing out of the margin, for assuredly thoy 
would not pay these-nion more than about 
half tho sum charged, and therefor 
remaining bal would remsin with. them. 
There isnow a larga nimber of launches’ 
plying, and if they aro all trested in the 
samo way tho profit from this arrangement 
must be very considerable.
